he was arrested by ui, and marched 

to the city prison. e denied ever 
paving seen either of the witnesses For- 
rest or Rich, in the vicinity, and insisted 
upon telling ‘the jury that he did not believe 
either of them was there at the time. H. 
T. Gage, Eeq., the defendant’s attorney, 
attempted to s ow by the witness that he 
bad been robbed bya hackman some time 
ago, and that he believed that it was the in- 
tention of these men to do the same; but 
the Court would not permit the defendant 

to state anything about any matter prior to 
the night of the shooting. 

On cross-examination Roberts became 
very much excited, and denounced all night 
hackmen as “thieves,” adding that “robbing 
people was their business, and he was will 
ing to swear to it.“ He referred to Gottlieb 
as the “boss thief” and ‘‘agitator,” and to 
the others as “little bucks.” When asked 
how Pete first addressed him as he came u 
to the crowd, Roberts replied, “He ad- 
dressed me like a midnight assassin 
and grabbed me by the collar. while the ne 
tle bucks got around to shove mein the hack. 
Time was when I could have whipped the 
whole four of them, but I’m getting old 
now,” added the defendant, somewhat rue- 
fully. In reply tothe District Attorney’s 
question as to whether or not he had been 
drinking that evening Roberts leaned for- 
ward and shaking his forefinger atthe pros- 
ecuting attorney, sajd: 1 defy you, sir, or 

nyone else, to say that they ever saw me 
take a drink of liquor iu their lives.“ The 
defendant stuck to his storf of the affair in 
a remarkable manner, and the severest cross- 
questioning failed to shake his testimony’ 
in apy one particular. 

John Goldsworthy, a civil engineer, was 
called and testified that Roberts had 
dropped his pistol while they were at the 
Sespe together. This evidence was intro- 
dueed by the defense to show that Roberts 
frequently dropped his gun accidentally. 

Tne defense then rested its case, an the 
complainant Gottlieb was called in rebuttal 
by the prosecution, but was not.allowed to 
testify, the Court sustaining the objection. 
of the defense to his denying any of Rob- 
ert’s testimony, on the ground thes such tes- 
tim ‘Was not rebuttal. 

The case was then closed by both sides, 
and a recess was taken until 1:30 o’clock, 

On reconvening at that hour. District At- 
tornéy McLachlan opened the argument for 
the prosecution with a brief review of the 
case as presented by Gottlieb, and corrob- 
orated by other witnesses, He was followed 
by Henry T. Gage, Esd., who, for three 
quarters of an bour, occupied the attention 
of the jury with a characteristic address, in 
which the facts, as presented by the de- 
fense, were deftly interwoven with funn 
stories until the jury was fully in accor 
with him. Duriug the next half hour, how- 
ever, the jurors were recalled to their du- 
ties by the District Attorney, who picked 
the defendaut’s story to pieces in the most 
approved legal fashion. 

A number of instructions were given, 
and the jury finally retired- at 8:30 o’clock 
for deliberation as to their verdict. About 
three hours later they asked for further in 
structions and were taken into court, when 
the foreman asked whether or not the de- 
fendant bad any right to anticipate an as- 
sault on the part of the backmen. Judge 
Sbaw then read the instructions relative to. 
that point which had been given at the 
close of the case, and from the fact that the 
foreman turned to two-at the. jurors who 
sat in the corner of the box and said Does 
that suit you?“ it is safe to assume that 
they alone were unconvinced. 

At 8:45 o’clock the foreman announced 
that the jurors had come to the conclusion 
that it would be impossible for them to 
reach an agreement; but Judge Shaw gave 
them until 9 o’clock in which to do 80, and,

The Prosecutor's Speech in 
the Recent Trial. 


&  SCATHING ARRAIGNMENT 


A Traitor. to God, to the Ch urch, to 
the Presbytery and to His 
Fellow Ministers—The 
Evidencs. 


Following is the full text of the speech ‘of 
Rev. Alexander J. Karr, the prosecutor of 
Bev. John W. Ellis before the San Francisco 
presbytery, on ch rees of falsehood, decep- 
tion and dishonesty, together with the sum- 
ming up of the evidence before the presby- 
tery, April 24: 

DR. KEKR’S SPEECH. 

Mr. Moderator and brethren: The sad- 
dest work in which T have ever been 6u- 
gaged is closing. I did not seek the pesition 
of Committee of Prosecution. 1 awoided it. 
i was sp ken to about accepting it but I 
begged that my name should not even be 
mentioned before presbytery in connection 
with it; and 1 understood it would not be 
mentiened, but that some person more\com- 
petent than | should be chusen. 

But inasmuch as the duty was imposed 
upon me by presbytery 1 took it up honestly 
and have tried to do my duty faitnfuily. 

Many times during the progress of this 
tria: have I wished that some one eise were 
in my place; and many times have I aiso 
wished th@t the Presbyterian church in the 
United States of America had an abler 
and worthbier representative. 

It is possible sume things may have been 
said which were better unsaid. Oue question 
iu particular 1 recail, but by agreement 
of parties that question, and all reference 
to it have been stricken from the record. 
It may be that during this trial the remark 
of a presbyter has D proven true, that 
“Kerr is a good fellow, but a hard-headed 
Irishman.” I am not ashamed, Mr. Modera- 
tor, of my Scotch-Irish biood. I am de- 
scended from men and women who were 
huntad like 6 on the mountains for their 
religious beliefs, Because they wouid 
worship God according to His word and 
according to their conscientious interpreta- 
tion of it. they nad to gather fur worsdi pin 


mountain caves and in forest depths at 


miduight hours. They suffered, they en- 
dured, they gave up their lives rather than 
sacrifice the “truth as it is in Jesus.“ It is 
the highest compliment that I could win if 
it has appeared by my conduct iu this trial 
that 1 have inherited, even in a remote 
degree, some of the determination 


and conscientiousness which made my 


ancestry so useful and distinguished. 
I said, the saddest work of wy 
drawing to a close. I have known Dr. Ellis 
for over sight years. Our relations have 
always been cordial. We have met on the 
fleor of synod and presbytery, and more 
than once have we found ourselves on tue 
Same side ot important questions ard have 
worked and voted togetuer. 
1 did not make an opening statement at 
the commencement of this case simply be- 
cause it was unnecessary to take up valua- 
bie time.

It was given to the trustees on No- 
vember lith after the close of the work, 
without one word or sign accompanying it 
to modify or explain itin any way. ‘That it 
wis considered at that meeting at least to 
the extent of laying it over until the next 
evening. 

(c.) That it was brought up again 
in the board on November 12, Ellis 
himself present, as appears by the re- 
cord, and praying over it! It was read at 
this meeting in his presence, but not one 
word was uttered by him in explanation or 
modification of it. It was left tothose men 
as a complete and final statement. 

(d.) It was again brought up on Decem- 
ber 8, Ellis again present and praying over 
it. It wasc.refully gone over in his pres- 
ence. The organist’s bill of $91.50 was 
thrown out, because, as Appeared by the 
lady’s contract on record. she had engaged 
to play without compensation, except that 
she was to be granted the use of the church 
for a benefit concert. Nota word or sign 
was given at this time in explanation or 
modification of the statement; not a syila- 
ble was uttered about its being a mere 
summary of expente, nota syllable about 
sume of the bills — 4 unpaid aud others 
still out that should be added.“ 

(e.) December 24, Treasurer Fraser, with 
that statement before him, settles the balance 
in full with Ellis, taking his receipt for it, 
and pays a month’s salary in advance, Not 
a word in modification or explanation even 
then, not s syllabie about unpaid bills. 

(f.) January 12, while the trustees are in 
session, a man comes in witha bill. of $300 
for the stained glass work. He says he 
won't wait any lenger; the next day is col- 
lection day and he must have his money. 

Tais is absolutely tue first hint from any- 
one that all is not right. 

Up to this date there has not been a 
shadow of suspicion. When some of you 
asked the trustees, who were before you on 
the stand, “Why didn’t you look into these 
matters?” We bad implicit contidence in 
our minister,“ four men replied, “we trusted 
him completely. Aud they were betrayed! 
I leave you, brethren, to judge ot the moral 
colorbiindness (the phrase is not my own,

Not a word was uttered by Ellis re- 
garding that statement er unpaid bills 
until the committee appointed by presby- 
tery to aid the Tabernacle church ran 
ag inst a snag in the shape of these bills in 
its work. Then, and not till then, when 
confronted with the positive proofs of-ras- 
cality, did he acknowledge an iota. And 
even then he attempts to hide behind a 
shameless quibble, saying that these were 
private bills,“ “that they were his own 
private matters!“ 

He knew they were not, because: 

First—He knew these bilis were charged 
against the church. I wrung this confes- 
sion from him, 

Second—He knew he had made no 
arrangement with the contractors by 


which they allowed him to assume 
these bills, Two of the, principal 
contractors were on the stand and 


swear there was no such arrangement, and 
Ellis himself sudsequentiy acknowledges it. 

‘Third—He. knew these bills were held 
against the church and not against bim. He 
knew the trustées on February 9 did not 
release themselves from the responsibility 
of these bills; they could not do so; they 
simply voted him more time, and in these 
words: “Dr. Ellis was given three weeks 
to square matters with the treasurer.”

the account was ratified without. modifying, 
or explaining anything. 

Eighth.—He left these men to infer, as 
apy men of common sense would, that that 
was a complete and final statement.

You have questioved 
him under oath, you have witnessed his 
spirit. His thirty years of most onorable 
business and social career in this city—hon- 
ored during that time in special ways by his 
feliow-citizens, is vindication enough for 
any man. It has even lately appeared that 
when a widespread national Scottish order 
would establish a brauch in this city, noth- 
ing less would satisfy its numerous mem- 
bers than thatthe local branch should, in 
honor to this gentleman, be called the Glan 
Fraser. Would to God all our business men 
were as careful; would to God all our 
church treasurers were as thorough und as 
true. Our finances would be safe and in 
safe hands. 

But this man, Dr. Ellis, when asked on 
the stand how he pro to meet these 
bills, told you he intended to meet 
them in one of two ways: either 
from his private purse or, that 
failing, by securing money for the 
church from wealthy men and applying it 
on these bilis! This is adding infamy to 
all the rest.

STATEMENT FROM DEPUTY MAR- 
SHAL CHARLES M. JENKINS, 


He Merely Befriénded a Helpless 
Girl, and Does Not Know Who > 
Is Responsible for 
Her Death.. 


Deputy United States Marshal Charles M. 
Jenkins, whose name was mentioned in 
connection with the desth of the 
unfortunate girl, Emma Cristian, at 
the house of Mrs. Martinez, near 
the University, last Sunday night, 
yesterday returned from the Fresno 
Flats, where he has been ever since the day 
following the President’s reception in this 
city. The first intimation that Mr. Jenkins 
had of the girl’s death was on his arrival in 
this city, and was greatly distressed over 
the sad affair, as both he and his wife had 
befriended the girl and took a deep interest 
in her welfare. Mr. Jenkins last evening 


furnished the following statement for pub- 
lication: 


MR. JENKINS’S STATEMENT.=, 
Emma Christian worked for me about a 
year and a half. I think it was fully two 
and a halt or three yearb ago that she first 


went to work for me. About a year ago 


she left my service and since that time has 
worked for Mr. Webber and Mr. de Garmo. 
The first intimation 1 had that she was in a 
delicate conditon was from her father about 
five months ago. She had left De Garmo’s 
and came back to our house. I have no 
children and my wife had always toid 
Emmato make our house her home when 
out of work. I saw ber father about that 
time and he told me that he believed from 
Emma's appearance that something was the 
matter with her. I did not . 
Mis. Jenkins an 1 
from Emma that she 
was being treated for dropsy. I did not see 
Emma from that time until along the first 
ot January, when she came to the Mar- 
shal’s office and called me out into the hall. 
Deputies Marsh and Flint were in the office 
atthe time. She then told me that her 
father had put her out of the house and 
refused to bave anything todo with her; 
but had promised net to tell her mother 
what was wrong with her. She told her 
father then thatI had told her that she 
could come to my house any time she was 
out of work, and said she wauld see me and 
try to get positicn oul at Azusa, and her 
father promised to tell ber mother that was 
where she was working. I did goto Azusa 
and tried to get her a position but could not 
find one. 

On the 8th of January I saw her, and she 
told me to 7 her some place to stay, and 
knowing old Mrs. Martinez I sent her there, 
Emma told me she had $20 at that time. 1 
saw her two or three times after she went 
there, and delivered two letters written 
ostensibly from 
cause she said she did not want either her 
mother or Mrs. Jenkins. to know 
her condition. She promised me that as 
soon as the baby was born she would tell 
me who seduced her; aud 1 ta try 
and make him marry her or make amends. 

Lam sorry her death prevented this. All 
the time since the 6th ot January her fapher 
kuew of her condition, and admitted so to 
me, and in fact, as 1 have stated, suspected 
it five months ago. 

L suspect no particular person, but will 
make every effort to tind out who the man 
was who seduced her. Emma, as far as 1 
know, always behaved herself and had no 
lovers, and was always home at night. She 
would sometimes leave, however, and be 
gone two or three days; but always said she 
bad been home.

WHAT THE FIGURES SHOW 


Work on the City Assessment Begun 


—Co-operation of Citizens Asked 
May-day Festival— 
Personals, Etc. 


A clipping was published in these 
columus yesterday from the Iowa State 


Register in which California is pictured 


as a land of sand and drought, devoid 
of good society, good soil, seasonable 


rains, and a lot more foolishness of 


like order. The article closes thus: 
“The future seat of the empire of the 
world and of the greatest prosperity of 
the people is to be on the unequaled 
soil of Iowa.” 

The same issue of the Register, how- 
ever, contains an article on the profits 
accruing from corn culture in that 
State, and the figures indicate that the 
man who depends for his living on 
raising corn in Iowa, does 
80 only because he can’t raise money 
enough to get out of the State. On 
the theory that the man who raises the 
corn rents the land, the Register says: 
“He would then have for the labor put 
on two acres of corn $10. Supposing 
that he tends forty acres; he will have 
the nice little sum of $200. It would 
even De better than this, as the renter 
is not at the expense of gathering the 
landlord’s corn. By this calculation, 
the man owns the land and hires the 
work done at $6.02 per acre on forty 
acres he will have $159.20. If he does 
it himself he will have 5400. We must 
not forget that it is self-labor that 
brings in the money at the end.“ 

There’s Iowa land for you!—At the 
most favorable figures a profit of $400 
on forty acres of land! Contrast this 
with land about Pasadena. On C. C. 
Thompson's orchard, for iustance, 
what do the figures show? Here we
